VELT growing plant is a little 
factory. 
The green coloring 
matter of the leaves, or chlo­ 
rophyll, is the engine. 
The 
sunlight is the power that makes the 
engine go, and the air, water and some 
of the substances In the soil are the 
rawr materials. 
Under the stimulating iii faience of 
sunlight the chlorophyll takes the car­ 
bon dioxide gas of the air and the wai­ 
ter, nitrogen and minerals which the 
roots send up In the form of crude sap 
and tears them to pieces. Then it puts 
them together again in hundreds of 
different ways. 
It makes them into 
the starch of the potato or the sugar of 


the sugar beet. 
It puts them together 
in another way and makes the hard, 
horny gluten of a kernel of popcorn or 
the tough fiber of a cornstalk. 
By 


to do well. This is because it cannot 
get as much of the mineral elements 
as it needs. 
Too much nitrogen in proportion to 
the amount of mineral elements causes 
the plant to “go all to vines.” There 
will be an excessive growth of leaves, 
but the yield of grain will bo small. 
Take an ear of corn or a bunch of hay 
and burn it. The ashes that are left 
are the mineral parts of the plant. 
These cannot be obtained from air or 
water, but must come from the soil. 
Some of tho most important of these 
arc Iron, which is the substance that 
helps to build up chlorophyll, and sul-

of wheat will use a ton of this gas or 
all that is iii a layer of air three miles 
deep over the acre. The constant mix­ 
ing of the air by the wind is always 
bringing fresh supplies within reach of 
the plant.

holes that carbon dioxide is taken into 
the leaf to be used by the chlorophyll. 
In making starch and other products 
out of carbon dioxide and water some I 
oxygen is given off. 
This passes out 
through the openings in the leaves. 
Thus you see that plants breathe in 
much the same way as animals do, 
only they give off oxygen, the product 
which is used by animals, and take up 
carbon 
dioxide, 
the 
gas 
which 
is 
breathed out by animals. 
In this way 
plants make animal life possible. Ani­ 
mals give off carbon 
dioxide 
and 
I manure as waste products. 
Plants 
j tear these waste products to pieces 
and by rebuilding them make them 
1 once more into food for the animals. 
Next to carbon hydrogen and oxy- 
j gen are the foods that the plant uses 
I in largest quantities. 
Since water Is 
composed of these elements, the sup­ 
ply will be plentiful as long as there 
Is plenty of water in the soil. 
There 
Is 
one 
element, 
nitrogen, 
which forms a considerable part of 
the plant, that is harder to get. While 
three-fourths of the air is nitrogen, 
the plant does not seem to be able to! 
use It in this form. The only kind of j 
plants that can use the nitrogen in the 
air at all are the legumes, such as 
clover and alfalfa. 
Certain bacteria 
that live on the roots of these legumes 
have the power of changing the at­ 
mospheric 
nitrogen 
Into 
forms 
in 
which the plant can use it 
We shall 
study more about this process later. 
Nitrogen is one of the most impor 
tant plant foods, and it is one that is 
very often lacking. 
If the plant can­ 
not get a sufficient supply of nitrogen! 
It will be stunted, will stop growing1 
early, and the yield will be very much 
reduced. Since all the crops, with the 
exception of the legumes, must gel 
their nitrogen from the soil, the farm 
er must see to it that there Is a plen 
tiful supply there if he wishes to ob 
tain a large yield. 
If you will drop a little rich black 
soil on a hot shovel some of it will 
go up in smoke. The part that burns I 
humus and is made up of vegetable and 
animal matter which is partly de 
cayed. 
This humus contains large 
amounts of nitrogen, and from this 
source the greater share of this eie 
ment used by the plant must come. If 
your soil is black, spongy and well 
supplied with humus there is little! 


It is much more profitable to feed 
the crops in this way than to buy 
plant food on the market at excessive 
prices. Usually, however, the plant is 
hungry for the mineral elements not 
because they are not in the soil, but 
because they are in a form In which 
it cannot get at them. The roots of

SO AS TO LET THE PEOPLE KNOW 


Concluding His Remarks in the Senate 


In Defense Against Executive Asper­ 


sions, the South Carolina Senator 


Declares He W ill Have Something 


to Say Later of a Personal Charac­ 


ter Regarding the President— Quotes 


From "The Fairy Queen." 


W ashington, Jan. 12.—In replying to 
President Roosevelt’s strictures in re­ 
spect to his connection with Oregon 
timber land transactions. Senator Till­ 
man of South Carolina read his pre­ 
pared rem arks with little attem pt at 
oratorical effect. 
‘‘It has been ex­ 
pected and desired," he said, in con­ 
clusion, “that having made my own 
defense, I should turn my batteries on 
my assailant. 
I do not feel that my 
strength is sufficient for the double 
task, for my physicians have warned 
me against overtaxing myself. One of 
the truest and best sentim ents in Eng­ 
lish literature is this from Tennyson: 
‘Soiling another will never make one’s 
self clean.’ 
“The president lives in a glass house 
house with even a glass floor in it, and 
should remember the old adage. 
He 
has exerted all the power of the gov­ 
ernment to destroy me, but I feel that 
I stand unscathed, because if all other 
argum ents fail to convince men, the 
character for rectitude, truthfulness 
and honesty which I have builded in 
the sixty-one years of my life would at 
last be my bulwark. Men who have al­ 
ways been clean and honorable do not 
suddenly become liars and hypocrites 
at sixty-one without any necessity. 


Quotes From the "Fairy Queen.” 


"Later on in this session it is my 
purpose to devote some time to bring­ 
ing Theodore Roosevelt face to face 
with his true self and let the people of 
the United States see what character 
of man they have been so bowed down 
to. 
For the present, I content myself 
with applying to him this quotation 
from Spencer’s “Fairy Queen” : 
“ ‘He 
ranges 
throughout 
the 
whole world, neither is there any 
that can restrain him. 
Of late he 
has grown especially presum ptu­ 
ous and pestilent, barking and bit­ 
ing all ..alike, whether they be 
blameworthy or innocent. 
None 
are free from his attacks. 
He 
spares neither the learned wit nor 
the gentle poet, but rends and 
tears without regard of person, 
reason or tim e.’ ” 
In addressing the senate Mr. Till­ 
man arose to a question of personal 
privilege, declaring that for the first 
time in the history of this government. 
so far as he had been able to learn, a 
member 
of 
the 
senate 
had 
been 
brought to the bar of public opinion 
before the senate itself to be judged 
under indictment by no less a person 
than 
the 
president of the 
United 
States. 
The m anner of doing it, he 
said, and the animus and zeal dis­ 
played by the chief executive were 
worthy of consideration. 
Mr. Tillman called attention to the 
publication of these charges by the 
president before they had been consid­ 
ered by the committee of the senate to 
which they were referred, and de­ 
clared that in so doing the president 
had treated the senate with "that con­ 
tem pt which has been his wont." 
He 
declared that the president was an 
adept at advertising and had used the 
press with more skill than any man in 
American politics. 
"Another probable reason for his 
great haste,” said the South Carolina 
senator, “was that he sought to dis­ 
tract attention from the action of the 
house of representatives on Friday in 
laying part of his message on the ta­ 
ble. 
by 
the 
sensational 
accusation 
against a man who has had long serv­ 
ice in the senate.” 


"Now, About the Lying.” 
"An examination of the president’s 
letter to Mr. Hale will show that the 
president charges in effect that I have 
deliberately lied. 
Now. about the ly­ 
ing: 
My letter of Feb. 15, of which 
the president has secured a photo­ 
graphic copy, antedated by four days 
my statem ent in the senate that I had 
not bought any land or undertaken to 
buy any. and the president considers 
this positive proof of falsehood. I did 
not say T had not considered the pur­ 
chase of land: I did not say I had not 
contemplated the purchase of land, be­ 
cause I had done both. 
“In my conversation with the attor­ 
ney general in regard to the resolution 
which I introduced and which he him­ 
self prepared after we bad talked ovor 
the whole land situation, I distinctly 
rem ember telling him that my inter 
est in the m atter had been first arous 
ed by my desire to purchase some o! 
the tim ber land, and that my comini 
to him was due to the fact that I dis 
covered 
upon 
investigation 
that 
I 
could not buy It through any agene: 
whatsoever; that I could not buy i 
even by lawsuit, because I was advise* 
by very able lawyers in the west 
among them the Hon. George Turner 
of Washington, that in attacking the 
holders of these land grants no one 
would have any standing in court ex­ 


cept 
the 
grantor, 
the 
government 
itself. 
I was perhaps disingenuous, 
but a moment's thought will convince j 
any honest-minded man that as I had J 
not signed any papers, had not paid j 
any money, had taken nobody’s receipt,: 
the usual processes by which one un­ 
dertakes to buy land, I was speaking I 
accurately 
and not falsely. 
Every- i 
thing hinges on the meaning of th e ! 
word undertaken’ and my use of it. j 
Did I mean to conceal the fact that I; 
was anxious to buy some of the land?; 
Not at all. Did I mean to attack Dorrj 
as a swindler when I myself was en­ 
gaged in a dishonest and dishonorable 
transaction? 
That is what the presi-1 
dent would have people believe. 
Can 
I be justly charged with falsehood 
when if I had told the senate of the 
entire transaction it would have made) 
no difference whatever, while I would j 
have been charged with intruding my j 
private affairs into a public discussion. 
Just what law did I break? 
W hat 
wrong did I do or contemplate? 
Ac­ 
cording to the report of the attorney 
general in answer to the resolution 
which I introduced and which passed 
the senate, Harriman, the president’s 
dear friend, sHfl holds, in defiance of 
law, upward of two millions of acres 
of the best lands of Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia and refuses to sell them at any 
price. I never expected and could not, 
under the term s of the law as I con­ 
strued it, get more than seven quarter- 
sections for myself and family, one for 
my private secretary and one for Mr. 
Lee, making nine in all. 
This in the 
aggregate would mean :hat I would 
obtain through my activity here, as 
the president’s charge is, nine qnarter- 
secticns, or 1.440 acres at a cost of 
$4,500. 
Will the president undertake 
to say that I have lost my right to buy 
land because I am a senator? Can the 
president deny that my activity se 
cured the passage of the resolution in­ 
structing the attorney general to bring 
suit for th e .recovery of this land for 
the use of actual settlers? 
If H ard 
man and others like him are made to 
disgorge by reason of these suits, shall 
the fact that I was endeavoring to buy 
a little pittance of the land be used 
as the basis of a charge of being a liar 
and a corrupt senator to be disgraced?’’

Carmichael, who last Tuesday night 
in the little Methodist church at Rattle 
Run, Mich., killed Gideon Browning, 
the village carpenter, and then burned 
the body in the stove, committed sui­ 
cide here Monday by cutting his throat 
with a pocketknife. 
He died at the county hospital after 
he had been taken from the boarding 
house of Mrs. Miranda Hughes, where 
as a stranger he had been living since 
last Friday. 
In a long letter found in 
his suitcase Carmichael told in detail 
the story of the killing of Browning; 
how he had fallen a victim to Brown­ 
ing’s hypnotic power and, meeting him 
in the church Tuesday night, was com­ 
pelled to obey every command; how 
finally when Browning attacked him 
with knives, he, Carmichael, defended 
himself with a hatchet. 
After killing 
his victim with the hatchet, he said, 
the red-hot stove in the church sug­ 
gested itself as the best method of dis­ 
posing of the body. Before putting the 
body in the stove, however, he ex­ 
changed gome of the dead man’s cloth­ 
ing for his own, which had become 
bespattered with blood.
